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RESPONSE 



This is a response to the Office Action of September 20, 2002, which has been carefully 
considered. 

In this Office Action, the Examiner has not acted on the merits of the claims, but rather 
initially has required that Applicants elect either Invention I drawn to a windup window shade as 
defined by claims 1-31, or Invention II drawn to a motor vehicle door as defined by claims 32- 
65, for further prosecution in this Application. In response to this restriction requirement, 
Applicants hereby elect Invention I as defined by claims 1-31 for further prosecution in this 
Application. 




In addition to the above, the Office Action requires that Applicants elect one of the 
species illustrated in Figures 5-8 respectively of the arrangement for mounting the windup 
window shade, and one of the species illustrated in Figures 9-14 respectively, of the arrangement 
for connecting the guide rail with the body of the vehicle, for further prosecution of this 
Application. In response to this species election, Applicants hereby elect species A as shown in 
Figure 5 for the mounting of the windup window shade, and species E as shown in Figure 9 for 
the manner of connecting the guide rail with the body of the vehicle. The claim readable on the 
elected invention and elected species thereof are claims 1-15 and 20-31, respectively. 
Accordingly, the action on the merits of at least claims 1-15 and 20-31 is respectfully requested.
